Census Starts June 1, 
Enumerators Are Named 


See Decrease in Spring 
Wheat Acreage This Year 


II he weather has remained fine 
for the past wttek, allowing far¬ 
mers to pretty well complete seed¬ 
ing operations. 

A few boxcars were received at 
local elevators on Tuesday, making 
sufficient space for farmers to 
bring in the balance of their three- 
bushel quota. An additional one- 
bushel quota has been authorized, 
making thw total quota for Vulcan 
(levators four bushels, but three 
is not sufficient space available to 
handle Die increased quota. 

Reports indicate that there has 
been a decided swing from spring 
wheat this year, wjth an estimated 
30 per cent decrease in the acre¬ 
age planted to this grain and a 
ciAtresponding increase in the acre¬ 
age planted to durum wheat, bar¬ 
ley, oats and flax. The trend is due, 
of course, to the desire to plant 
crops that can- be more easily con¬ 
verted into cash. Most farmers 
now have the equivalent of two 
years’ average spring wheat crops 
in farm storage and the market for 
spring wheat has shown little If 
uny improvement from the view¬ 
point of the primary product!-. 


The first five-year census of 
Canada will be taken this June and 
W. A. Shields of Vulcan has been 
named census supervisor for Dist¬ 
rict 3, which extends from Okotoks 
south to Barons, east to the Bow 
Kiver, north to the Blackfoot In¬ 
dian Reserve and west to the coun¬ 
ty boundary. 

Under his supervision are 25 enu¬ 
merators, who attended a census 
school held at the Vulcan Armour¬ 
ies last -Friday in preparation for 
starting their lobs on June 1. Mr. 
Shields estimates that, roads per¬ 
mitting, the census in his district 
will be pretty well completed in 
about ten days.

A new era for Canadian air transportation is forecast by Trans-Canada Air Lines'jilanned purchase of swift 
jet airliners. Four Douglas DC-8’s are on order and an option taken on two more. These airliners are capable 
of carrying 120 passengers and three tons of cargo at a cruising speed of approximately 550 miles an hour. The 
big planes will be powered by British Rolls-Royce Conway turbo-jet engines of the by-tiass type and will he 
able to fly from Vancouver to Toronto in four hours and 10 minutes and from Montreal to London, Eng., in 
•tx hours and 10 minutes. The DC-8'a will be delivered in early 1960 and will be used on trans-Atlantic and 
transcontinental routes later in the year.
